Tlie price of gasoline, as 
you may hove noticed, has 
gone up. Maybe "gone up" 
is an understatement; more 
appropriately, the price oi 
gas has skyrocketed to levels 
previously deemed obscene 
Currently, the average national 
price for a gallon of gas is S2.2-S 
per gallon, up nearly 75 cents per 
gallon from this Hmu last year 
and up a whopping 117% from 
jus I five year- ago. Although 
this price is still slightly lower 
than the inflation-adjusted 
record high of 53 40 per gallon 
in t9fll the record high prices 
of crude oil - which recently 
exceeded .1111 per barrel - have 
moved some analysts to predict 
that unprecedented gas prices 
are sc w.m la come- 

Some people blame 
Ute president; others blame 
environmental controls placed 

on refineries. Analysts and 

professionals impugn _ the 
booming economy in China 
and India, while some argue 
that it is the result of traditional 


American greed. Regardless 
of cause, one thing is clear: the 
effect is profound. 

Virtually every facet of the 
American economy is touched 
by tlie price of fuel. Products 
,ire assembled in factories that 
consume enormous amounts 
of energy to power their 
facilities After leaving the 
factory, products are shipped to 
a distribution center by trucks 
and barges that bum even more 
fu d The d i slri bution center uses 
energy to power its buildings, 
and the shipment from the 
center to the sin re drinks men 
more gas. By the time an item 
reaches a store shelf, as much 
as 10% of its pnee is due io 
transportation costs. 

Rising costs in each of these 
transactions are why prices, 
on average, are ahull 2(1,3% 
higher now than they were 
just eight years ago (based cm 
data from the federal Bureau of 
Labor Statistics Consumer Price 
Index). In contrast, the average 
salary increase during the same 
period has adjusted only about 
10%, meaning coiumnier? have 
lists buying power now than just 
a lew vears ago 

All of tins information 


means that Rollins students are 
paying more and essentially 
getting less for their dollar. 
The biggest and most obvious 
impact, of course, is at the gas 
pu mp The average car has a fuel 
capacity of 16 gallons, in 2003, a 
car's tank could have been filled 
for S24.16. At current prices, 
lopping a tank costs $52.4fi> an 
increase of $28.32. 

Students who commute to 
work and school, tike Hamilton 
Holt school students, generally 
need to fill their car up about 
once per week. These students 
are now paying about S1T3 
more per month for gas than 
they were just five years ago. 
For comparison purposes, an 
extra $313 per month will buy 
a grande-sized mocha from 
Starbucks every single day, a 
brand-new Xbox 360 every 53 
days, a new 32” l.CD TV every 
four months or finance a brand 
new Kia Rio every four years. 
Instead of buying these things 
though, firat money in simply 
burned away as our demand lor 
gas remain* relatively inelastic

The upcoming 
elections in May wilT 
let the people deride 
where Serbia stands 
on EL 1 membership. 
Another major prob¬ 
lem in Serbia Is ar¬ 
resting former fkvb war-crime 
fugitives who are still at large 
since Lite beginning of the 1990s. 

Although tilings have 
been rather quiet iri Kosovo, the 
Serbians that occupy the area are 
still worried nf any further riots 
or mobs. In a recent survey by 
Strategic Marketing Research, a 
lending Serbian poll group, out 
of 1100 polled, only 18% sup¬ 
ported the "aggressive action" 
to stop Kosovo from becoming 
independent Nearly 21 % wanl 
Serbia to cut off all diplomatic 
ties with nations that have reo 
ogni^ed Kosovo's independence.

Let's make this short and 
sweet. It would he taken fur 
granted by any serious h istorian 
that any ideology or worldview 
would partake of the culture in 
which it grew up and would 
a bo be largely influenced by 
the personality of the writer of 
the theory.

Persons make up their 
ideologies based on Umr timers 
and their life situ aborts.} 

Darwinism, the notion that 
the history of organisms was 
the story of the survival of the 
fittest and most hardy and thal 
organisms evolve because they 
are stronger and more domi¬ 
nant than others, is a perfect 
example of the age from which 
it came: the age of Imperial¬ 
ism. When Darwin wrote, it 
was received wisdom that the 
while, northern European man 
was destined to rule the world.

H could haw 
been worked out as a 
form of amusement of the up¬ 
per classes and a place fur them

ain) to create a scientific theory 
that rationalized Imperialism, 
By explaining that Imperialism 
worked from the level of the 
most modest organic life up to 
man, and that in everv organic 
sj I u a tkm, the strong dominated 
the weak and eventually wiped 
them out. 

Darwin offered the most 
compelling argument yet for 
Imperialism, ll was neither 
good nor bad, neither Liberal 
nor Conservative., but simply 
a tact of nature. In dominating 
Africa and Asia, Britain was 
simply acting m accordance 
with the dictates of life itself 
lie was the ultimate pitchman 
for Imperialism. 

Now, we know that Impe¬ 
rialism had a short life span. 
Imperial ism was a system I hat 
took no account of the realities 
of the human, condition Human 
herngs do not like to Iiaw their 
countries owned by people far 
away in ennine robes. They like 
to be in charge of themselves. 

Imperialism had a short 
but hideous history-tsrf repr»- 
sron and murder 

But rts day is done. 
Darwinism is still very 
much alive, utterly dominat¬ 
ing biology. Despite the fa cl 
that no one has ever beai able 
to prove the creation of a single 
distinct species by Darwinist 


means, Darwinism dominates 
die academy and the media. 
Darwinism also has not c me 
meaningful word to say on the 
origins of organic life, a striking 
lacuna in a thtniry supposedly 
explaining life. 

A las^ Danvinism has had a 
far bloodier life spjn than tm- 
periatem. Darwin ism, perhaps 
mixed wiih [mperialLvm, gave 
us Social DArwiiLism, a form of 
racism so Vidotis that it counte¬ 
nanced the Holocaust against 
the Jews and mass murder of 
many other groups in the name 
of speeding along the evolu¬ 
tionary process, 

Mow, a few scientists are 
questioning Darwinism on 
many fronts.

For those like Satrapi who 
knew cheir school and govern* 
men! system before the Revolu¬ 
tion* it was hard to change nearly 
a decade of beliefs and morals that 
the Shah and then later Ayatollah 
Khomeini were trying to change. 
The veil was imposed upon young 
girls; segregation between the seis¬ 
es and overwhelming patriotism 
(for the wrong reason s) were prac¬ 
tically forced upon Iranians, Lives 
were lost for wars fought without 
reason- 

Luckily Satrapi had parents 
who were very involved in politics 
and were active in both rallies and 
protests. They were not as easily 
swayed by the political nonsense 
as were others and it was evident 
in young Satrapi as well. At a 
young age she was among the Few 
rebellious children in her dass and 
believed that the Revolution was 
not al all what anyone could have 
hoped. She backed her claims by 
the deaths of family members and 
a^^ssinations of her friends arid 
their families. 

Satraps experienced more as 
an adoiesoent than many of us 
ever will- Faced with the derision 


to move fo Vienna in order to en- 
sure her future and education, she 
moved thousands at miles away 
from her family when she was 
barely a teenager. 

There are actually two books, 
Persepolis and Persepolis 2 r and 
a movie as well The movie was 
recently shown at the Lnzian The¬ 
atre even though it premiered last 
yean * 

The movie first appeared in 
2007 at the Cannes Film Festival 
and has been nominated for an 
Academy Award for Best Animat¬ 
ed Feature, 3t has received rave re¬ 
views tor its magnificent depiction 
of life during the Revolution and 
how Satrapi J s point of view brings 
to light what you don't read in the 
news, 

Tire movie is ui French; Sa¬ 
trap! learned French in Iran and 
continued her Studies in a French 
school in Vienna. Sdtrapi has also 
appeared in a brief Interview for 
Ula Azam Zanganeh's collabo¬ 
ration of other Iranian artists in 
My Sister. Guard Your Veil; My 
Brother Guard Your Eyes. Anoth¬ 
er book worth reading depicts the 
fives of various Iranian artists who 
struggSe with women's rights and 
the portrayal of what it is like to be 
a "Persian" and an 'Iraninn/ - 

But that is a story for another 
day. As for Persepolis, ! highly 
recommend it for a better, more 
personal insight Into a country 
whose government tries to ban 
and censor all things Western yel 
h m been driven by the West to 
rule I he way ii ru l es today. {It r s a 
fad the U S, pul the Shah in pow ¬ 
er) Overall Satrapi does a greal 
job portraying a country rooted in 
an extremist culture entirely dif¬ 
ferent than any of its neighbors.
